The Year 1933 


An idea of the rise in prices 
that has been experienced in 
the last 15 years can be gained 
from an old sales slip that is 
being displayed at the Porter- 
ville Feed and Seed in Porter- 
ville, the slip showing that on 
June 17, 1933, laying mash sold 
for’ $1.65 per hundred and wheat 
for $1.35 per hundred. 

The slip is from Allen’s Feed 
and Poultry Store, which was 
operating then at 121 North 
Hockett street and was brought 
into the Porterville Feed and 
Seed by Dr. H. E. Reed,. who 
made the purchase back. in 
1933. . 


On a basis of comparative 
prices, barley was probably sell- 
ing then for about $1.05 a hun- 
dred and yellow corn for about 
$1.50. Today’s prices are in the 
vicinity of $5.80 for laying mash 
and $4.90 for wheat; $4.10 for 
barley and $5.35 for yellow corn, 

But remember what you were 
getting for eggs back in ‘those 
depression days? Perhaps it’s on- 
ly_a matter of comparison after 
all.

Further interest 
Was shown as. the new board 
ferices were built of the best 
material and given a clean white 
coat of paint. 

The old Stevens home is be- 
ing completely remodeled and 
modernized inside and out, and 
when this work is completed 
the new house will serve as the 
Springville residence and head- 
quarters for tif Camp family. ° 

For -several months heavy 
“grading equipment including 
large —bulldozers, carry-alls and 
motor graders worked on the 
difficult problem of shaping the 
“half-mile practice training track. 
A lot of big rocks and dirt had 
. tobe moved - in shaping the 
+ area for the buildings as well 
as the grading for the circular 
‘track. Part of the Balch Park 

road was re-routed’ to accom- 

modate the track. One feature 

of the track construction was a 

re-enforced concrete underpass 

which provides easy access to 
the center of the oval. For days 
‘the big ready-mix concrete tfucks 
, Were seen passing through 
' Springville on their way to this 
‘large concrete job. When the 
track is completed for this fall’s 
workouts, it will have a high 
board protective fence on the 
highway side, and a low fence 
‘the rest of the distance around 
the track. This will allow visitors 
>to see the horses in action. The 
surface of the track will re- 
eéive a covering of clay for nor- 
mal weather workouts, and a ten 
foot outside run of decomposed 
granite for wet weather. con- 
ditions, 
The wooded area betweeh the 
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Camp Nelson road and the Tule 
river will be cleared of al] the 
under brush arid rubble to create 
a scenic park for visitors to 
the Camp farm. 

Now under construction is a 
modern five room house for 
the head trainer, located across 
the Balch Park road, where one 
of the old houses of the original 
estate was removed to provide 
the new building site. The first 
of the three large stables which 
will provide housing. for the 
large string of race horses is also 
well under way. This will be a 
two story building 150x48 feet, 
on the first floor-of which will 
be twenty stalls, two tack rooms, 
two feed rooms, restroom, and 
office. On the second floor will be 
four grooms’ quarters consist- 
ing of one complete modern 
apartment at each corner of 
the building. The rest of the 
space Will provide room for many 
feed. This unit 
is to house only the racing stock. 
The other barns will ba built, 
one for the brood mares and one 
for the stallions. 

Of course the horses them- 
selves are the major interest of 
the project. Chief of these is the 
Standard Bred harness stallion; 
Red Streak, who holds a 2:02 
record. Red Streak is the fifth 
winner of all time in purse mon- 
ey for harness racers, taking 
$57,000 in the last two seasons 
in purses. He is not racing this 
season, beihg kept for breeding 
Purposes or the Springville farm. 

~White Hanover, a two year old 
Standard Bred harness stallion 
was purchased at auction last 
fall in Hanover, Pa., for 
$42,000, the highest auction 
price ever paid ,for a harness 
horse of this age. He. has never 
raced, but the horse manager. at 
the farm says he is fast, and the 
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farm personnel are anxiously 
waiting the time when he can be 
checked. Three colts, three year- 
lings, two 2-year-olds, and eight 
brood mares, are also now on the 
farm. . 

Besides the horses in Seving- 
ville, a string of eleven racers 
are at present on the road. When 
the Santa Anita harness racing 
season was over Mr. Camp sent 
the eleven racers east to parti- 
cipate in= the Grand Circuit, 


which will include a stay at . 


Fairmont Park, St. Louis, where 
they are now running. From 
there they will go to the Roose- 
velt Raceway, Long Island, N.Y., 
and throughout the suminer sea- 
son they will follow the Grand 
Circuit races, finishing at Lex- 
ington, Kentucky. The first of 
November they will return tv 
the Camp stables in Springville 
to begin preparation for next 
season's harness races at Santa 

Anita. 

It is planned that the con- 
struction program now under 
way will be complete by early 
fall so everything will be ready 
for the fall workouts. Beginning 
in November the young horses 
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will be put through a program of 
breaking: and training, and will 
at first be kept at slow “paces, 
This tempo will be gradually ~ 
stepped up during November and 
December, and by January -they 
‘will be allowed real workouts. 

C. A. Witt is the head train- 
er of the Camp horses and the 
manager of the horses at the 
Springville farm is E. H. -Me- 
Cray. 

The Springville community is 
greatly interested in the devel- 
opment of this permanent proj- 
ect. It will not only do a great 
deal to. put Springville on the 
map by bringing in people from 
all parts of the country, but will 
provide a valuable payroll asset 
for a large number of people. Mr. 
Camp is using all lo€al help 
available to do the work on his 
project. Joe McDonald was one 
of the first men hired, and from 
the beginning of the job has 
been farm manager and foreman, 
in full charge for Mr. Camp. 
Harold Briggs, a local man, is 
in charge of all construction 
work as building superintendent 
and is using al] local men on the 
work. 
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I want to take this opportunity to thank the voters 
of the First Supervisorial district: of Tulare county for their 
support in the primary election last Tuesday.
